Oil Monday evening the spacious hall 
of the Institute lias paeked In ils 
j full eapaeity. The meeting, which was 
the largest ever held iii .Naiiainin, was 
I called to order by liis wi.rsliip Mayor 
Bate taking the chair, aii.l reading the 
reiiuisitioii which called the meeting.

Mr. .las. iSl . lir.iwn |irnpnsed, and .Mr. 
C. W. Cliantrell seconded, the folluwmg 
resnliitioii : 

I. Uoaolved- -That in tho opinion of 
this lueeting, the iioacefiil and orderly 
conduct of the citi'/ens and miners geiier 
ally, ilid not warrant the action of the 
.\ttnriiey-< leiieral in sending a [nilice 
fnrce to Welliiintnn iiiiiies, and is all in- 
sult tn the di.striet and ileserving ;'f the 
severest censure. 

The reading nf the res. .liilinii was re- 
ceived with ap()lause anil, on being [lut tn 
the meeting was carried iinanimoudy. 

Mr. 11. Rose wall said the iiieetiiig had 
been called to learn why the goveriiiiu'iit 
had sent a iKilice f.iree In this district. 
There waa not '.he slightest necessity ..r 
cause to send the imliee fnrce here. Wo 
had elected a man to represent ns in the 
local house who shoiihl have bet'ii a 
pe.n eiiiaker, but instead nf tliiit he has 
been trying to inaki- war against lis. The 
eloetnrs sliniil.l eall nii .Mr. lJuiismuir tn 
resign if he eaiiimt r.'pr.^seiit the distiiel 
better than that. He li.u! gre.it pleasure

■J. Resolved I'iiat tlie g iveriiment be 
reti»ested to make it known, through the 
Mayor of this city, the reason why a pu 
lice force was sent to this district.

I had said he know nothing about the 
special constables being sent and it there- 
1 fore was unfair to denounce theoiitiregov- 
ernmeut. The attorney-general had sent 
I them up no doubt on tho ropreseuta- 
' lions of Sir. Dunsmuir. Aa soon the 
premier found that the action of the at- 
tiirney general met with your disa[)proval 
I and that the people of tlii.^ district were 
iiicoiised, heat once lolegra|ihed fnr their 
return. It was unfair to blame all Ihe 
ministry fur the ac'.ioii of one of its niein 
bora. He was in favor uf the people 
finding out why this armed force was sent 
tn Wellington. As to the infidelity nf the 
nicnibers, 3u far as he himself waa con 
corned there was no cnruption, and 
he bad acted hniinr.ilily and dune what 
he c.jiisidered best under the cinimstances. 
He felt certain that tho statements of 
Mr. Patersoii would not receive endorsa- 
lion by a majority of the voters. He was 
opposed to a private company getting 
the lands. 

A Voice — Why did ymi vote fnr a [iri- 
vate company getting thnsclaiids( 

Mr. Raybouiid ex|)laiiied that the bill 
submitted to tho loc.il Imuse gave the 
land to the Uoiiiinion to dn as they liked 
with it, and the Dominion could have 
built Ihe railway by contract and kept 
the lands. Nothing was said in the bill 
about .S7'"iO,l)00. 'I'he Clements bill passed 
withniit a wurtl being saul, and the last 
bill gave less than the Clements bill. 
The lauds in tho Peace river country w ere 
given in addition but a great many people 
did nut even know they belonged to i he 
province. The boundary line will not be 
altered and the Dominion will be butter 
able tn cnhiiii/.e tlmse lands than the prn- 
viiice, hut the prnvince would gel the 
beiielit of the taxes. He was glad to see 
tile people taking an interest in local 
athiirs, and wmild be Inipiiy to meet Air. 
Patterson and others al a future iiiee.t- 
iiig and discuss the land ipieatioii. 

A Voice — Is not i\lr. Caiiniboll the 
prnvincial constable at Ksipiimalt? 
.Mr. Raybmild - I believe he is. 
Mr. (imdun, .M. P., saul he had im ex- 
pectation uf making a s[ieecli, and had 
only cmiio as a citl'/.en tiicmidemn the ac- 
tioiiof the government in sending I he fnr.e 
to make it appear that we are a disorder 
ly iieople. The gnveriiiiiunt acteil very 
promptly in ordering the return of the 
men, and it Innked as it they had been 
sent up to see Imw ipiick I hey could be 
got back again. \'mir representalivua on 
the iiieeliiig of the bouse will bo able to 
deiiiand the full particulars of sending 
this force to Nanainio. In reference to i 
the charge made by Mr. Paterami it was 
enliruly uncalled fnr, as the railway ipies- 
tiini bad lint been brniight befnre the 
limise ill enuimmis, and no federal mem- | 
ber frmn this iirnviiiee had yet an opiior 
tiiiiiiy tu cast his Vote fur or againat the j 
railway acliome. He was ipiito prepared I 
III give an account of his actions in any j 
p irl of his district, and if he found that | 
lie did'ered from a niajnrily nftlieelec '. 
tors he w luld at once resign. He repeat- ' 
od that he eoiideniiied the action nf the ; 
government in sending the police, hut ' 
w.is glad they acted promiitly in with 
drawing tlioin. 

Mr. (l. O. Lock stated tli.it with all due ; 
deference to the telegrams i-ead .Mr. 
Diiiismuir had stated in his proseiiee mi 
two occasions before the strike that he 
had made arrangements with the gnverii- 
meut to bring the police to Wellington, 
and the militia if necessary, ami iMr. 
Dunsmuir hud further stated that lie had 
the power to make them do it. The 
speaker did not consider the telegrams a 
sutlicient answer, and advised lliepeo|de 
not to bo banibuo/.led by the telegrams. 

The resolution was then put and carried 
ununimously and enthusiastically. 

Mr. G. 0. Lock said the bono and si- 
new of the province slmuld allow their 
disapprobatinii uf the editur of V'/ie f 'n/n- 
/u'sy wliii had pandered tn liltliy lucre and 
insulted the workingineii. It was but a 
few years ago that his workmen were 
clamoring for their wages, hut now he 
could build handsoino buildings and pur 
chase iniuieiise steam prusses. He has 
fooled tho workingineii and endeavor to 
cruah and keep them dnwn. It is time 
to fend the reiircsentativea nf the wmk- 
ingmeii tn the legislature I" frame lunre 
enuitable laws. We li.ive act i nil I y sent 
men there to legislate against us, and a 
portion uf th% press is ready to assist 
them. The CWo/iis/had grossly misrepre- 
sented and slandered the miners during 
the strike. Ue then moved tho following 
resulutinii : 

;t. Resolved — That we doiimiiii'c the 
editor of Tlif ('iiluni.-<t iiewspa|)er, fur the 
insulting and misleading articles publish- 
ed regarding the Wulliiigton miners mi 
strike.

In answer tu lomi and re[ieated calU 
Mr. N. Sliakesiieare, iM. P. fnr N'ietmi.i, 
ascended the platform. lie thanke.d the 
people for their kind iiivitatiuii, but aa be 
was not a resident they might think he 
was intruding. He iiuite agreed with the 
resnliitimi disappruving nf the sending nf 
a police force to Wollingtnii. He had liv- 
ed and worked in N'anaimu and had ke|,t 
himself posted oil what was gmiig mi 
ai l lund Nanaimo, but he had never seen 
the day when it was necessary to keep the 
(iK'ii of Nanaimo and Wellington in order. 
He had always found them peaceable, and 
he did nut boliuvo that any cause had 
been given. Any guverniiient , set ..f 
men, or man, who sent ii[) the [lolice fmce 
are deserving of your strongest coiideiniia- 
lion. It waa a pity that strikes occurred 
and he Imped to see sumo other plan de- 
vised lo settle disputes between eiiiplnyers 
and wnrkmen. Hut men did iint ■.vaiit tn 
be trampled iii.mi and had a perfect right 
to deniaiul their rights. iMiatakes were 
made by all men, and mistakes were made 
at elections. Il was no use to shut the 
door aftoi the horses wore stolen. The 
working men should use their t reiiieiidmis 
franchise in placing prniier men at the 

liead uf ati'air.s. There had been a g I 

deal of deviation from the object of the 
iiieetiiig, and he would make aiiuthei . 
The Chinese ijuestion is a serious one iiiid 
the land i|uostion is not a snap tu it. The 
speaker then alluded to the niiiiers em- 
plnyiiig Cliiiiamen, and said there was im 
necessity for it, except that they waiite'.l 
tn make iiiuney.

He was in 
favor uf the railway but o[iposcd tn 
iiiniin|/iily , The evils of monopoly are 
being felt uinre ami mure every tlay, ami 
they are particularly injurious l.i the 
working classes, and headvisud i ho wm k ing 
men un all occasions to vi.le against 
iiimiopnly.
